SAN FRANCISCO, March 23

yesterday's big earthquake

Bay area early today. 

“Yesterday’s main tremor was 
thé worst since the disastrous 
1906 San Francisco earthquake. 

A three-alarm fire in mid- 
town followed the tremor that 
jolted many residents awake 
shortly after midnight. How- 
éver officials said the fire “was 
probably not” caused by the 
quake. Today’s aftershock had 
a Richter scale magnitude of 4. 

Yesterday's quakes jolted San 
Francisco and the Bay area, in- 
juring 30 persons, none seri- 
ously, and causing widespread 
damage. 

‘Buildings atid Bridge Sway. 

Tall buildings and the Golden 
Gate bridge swayed. In south 
San Francisco and adjacent Daly 
City plate glass windows shat- 
tered and supermarket shelves 
spilléd their goods onto floors. 
Slides blocked parts of State 
Route 1 along the ocean. 

That was the result of two 
rapid-fire heavy shocks at 11:45 
a.m. (1:45 p.m. St. Louis time). 
Aftershocks continued through- 
out the afternoon and night. At 
11:30 p.m., the seismograph at 
the University of California— 
across the bay in Berkeley—had 
recorded 49. Most of those were

The center of the quakes ap- 
péared to be in the Daly City 
area, where more 

eople live. 
The tremors extended nearly 
100 miles eastward to Sacra- 
mento, the state capitol, and 
75 miles southward to Hollister, 
below San ‘Jose at the base of 
the San Francisco peninsula. 

The quakes originated in the 
San Andreas fault. San Fran- 
cisco sits on the edge of the 
fau't, which runs diagonally 
from the Salton Sea area of 

ern Califorhia through 
ornia and into the Pacific 
off the Oregon coast. 
One Hundreith 

The major quake had a Rich- 
ter magnitude rating of 5.5 
compared with 8.25 for the 1906 
quake. Thes cale progresses on 
a logarithmic pattern, meaning 
that a rating of 2 is 10 times as 
great as 1 and 3 is 100 times 
as great as 1. Hence, yester- 
day's quake was one one-hun- 
dredth of the 1906 convulsion. 

But yesterday's quake was 
violent enough to alarm the 
entire region and destructive 
enough to cause cumulative 
_damage probably ranging into 
the millions. In addition to 
minor damage to countless 
homes and road damage easily 
seen, several reservoirs were 
cracked. 

Schools in southern San 
rancisco were emptied for the 

. At San Jose, 50 miles 
South, plaster fell in the old 
Santa Clara courthouse. There 
the tremor exerted a brief but 
rolling movement. 

-In Daly City, police chief 
Roland Petrocchi put into ef- 
fect emergency disaster meas- 
ures. The chief, at home when 
the quake hit, said: “The shock 
ktiocked me across the room, 
broke all the windows in my 
home and turned the re- 
frigerator upside down.” 

- Later, after a quick inspec- 
tion tour of the community, he 
reported: 

“Things are in a hell of a 
mess out here.”

The court said the $64,000 
trust estate of Robert Graybill

Graybill’s money came from 
a trust estate set up by his 
mother, who stipulated that it 
be passed on to his heirs at 
law after Graybill’s death. If 
there were no heirs, the mon- 
ey was to go to “foreign mis- 
sions and Kentucky mountain 


schools.” 

After Graybill’s death in 
1955, relatives brought swit 
questioning the adoption, claim- 
ing they were his natural heirs 
since the Graybills had no chil- 
dren. 

The court of appeals said, 
however, the law “authorizes 
any adult person to make for 
himself an heir, irrespective of 
age.”

TO 1906 DISASTER 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 23 
(AP)—By any method of com- 
parison, yesterday's earth- 
quakes in the San Francisco 
bay area were minor league in 
relation to the terrible quakes 
and fire here in 1906. 

The 1906 quake had a Richter 
scale magnitude of 8.25. Whole 
hillsides and streets were torn 
apart. The death toll was 
about 600. Hundreds were in- 
jured. The fire burned over 
more than 600 square blocks 
and raged uncontrolled for 
three days. Firemen fought 
without water because of 
broken mains. Damage was 
more than $500,000,000. 

By comparisun, yesterday's 
quake had a Richter reading of 
5.5, none were killed and about 
30 received minor injuries. 
Damage was in the form of 
broken plaster, windows, cor- 
nices and such. Highway and 
street damage was limited.

He also announced they would 


continue their talks tonight for 


the purpose of cleaning up all 

matters without having a work- 

ing session on Sunday. 
Drafting Communique. 


United States Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles and 
British Foreign Secretary Sel- 
wyn Lloyd arranged to meet at 
this afternoon to work on. a 
conference communique, Hag- 
erty said. 

They were evidently dissatis- 
fied with the first draft pre- 
pared by aids and wanted to 
rewrite it for the final approval 
of Mr. Eisenhower and Macmil- 
lan after dinner. 

Hagerty said the communique 
would be issued at 7 a.m. Sun- 
day for immediate use. He 
also said, in response to ques- 
tions, that the talks as a whole 
had been “generally satisfac- 
tory.” 

There was evidence that the 
worst. wounds in British-Ameri- 
can rélatfOnships had been 
healed and a working partner- 
ship in world affairs restored.

In_ the 
Brahms symphony Golschmann 
gave a somewhat more stream- 
lined performance than the 
traditionally trained German 
conductors prefer; that is to 
say he used less rubato and not 
as much depth of tone at the 
bottom of the scale. This work 
is rich enough in its implica- 
tion, however, to allow séveral 
interpretatiions. In any case it 
had a passionate animation in 
the first and last movements; 
and the haunting poco allegret- 
to movement was realized as 
sheer lyric poetry 

In conclusion

“But 
as many as received him, to 
them gave he power to become 
the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name” (John 
1:12). 

To agree that the individual 
has a right—and ought to have 
freedom—to make his own reli- 
gious choice raises a serious 
question about infant baptism 
because the infant can make po 
choice. * 

For a child to receive baptism 
without his knowledge and con- 
sent seems to Baptists to be 
contrary to the spirit and letters 
of the New Testament. It means 
that one of life’s most sacred 
ceremonies is imposed upon him 
without his will. Baptist 
churches baptize 
only those whe 
have believed in 
Christ for them- 
selves. They te 
lieve that parents, 
pastors and priests may do many 
things for the individual, but 
they cannot take his place be- 
fore God, 

During the 1955 meeting of 
the Baptist World Alliance in 
London, England, a world-wide 
statement on religious freedom 
was adopted. Among other 
things, the statement said: — 

“A person is not physically 
born into a religious faith, but 
must of his own free will enter 
upon his inheritance as a child 
of God. A man’s right to 
choose or change his faith mugt 
be preserved, as well as his lit- 
erty to dissent or to make 66- 
jection because of conscience’s 
sake.” at
